Claims 69-72, 75, 77, 80, 82, 84, 91, 92, 96, 99-103, 
106, 108, 111, 113, 115, 122, 123, 127, 128, 130 and 132 are 
rejected under 35 U.S. C. § 102 (b) as being clearly 
anticipated by GB-A-2229565 (of record) . 

Claims 73, 74, 76, 78, 79, 81, 83, 85-90, 93-95, 97, 98, 
104, 105, 107, 109, 110, 112, 114, 116-121, 124-126, 129 are 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Claims 1-68 and 131 are allowable over the prior art of 
record.
